here had been taken: 
1—A site was chosen. 
2—Architects w ere engaged. 
3—A financial program agreed 
upon. 
ON SUNRISE WAY 
The site was chosen from sev­ 
eral offers made to the hospital 
group. It is a donation by 
Mr. 
and Mrs. John W. Williams, con­ 
sisting of five acres on Sunrise 
Way, one block south of the Field 
Club, 
also 
one block south of 
Ramon road, and about a 
m ile 
east of Palm C anyon Drive. 
The site offers many a d v a n t­ 
ages and it was considered for­ 
tunate by the comm ittee th a t it 
was available. It is adjacent to 
the Ramon road sew er line and in 
close proxim ity to all public u til­ 
ities, gas, electricity and w ater. 
PUT IN LONG DAY 
Executive group of the board 
of directors of the Com m unity 
Hospital association met a t noon, 
W ednesday, at th e Frances S tev ­ 
ens school and late r a m eeting was 
held w ith the entire board.

16 years of continuous loyal and faithful service, 
16 years in which he kept the welfare of Palm 
Springs foremost in his thoughts. 
“Pop” Shannon, as he is affectionately known to 
scores of Villagers, was the father of the Village 
fire department. He started the campaign to pur­ 
chase a fire truck and when that was successful, 
put through a drive for a fire hall. He was the 
“daddy” of the Palm Springs high school, he was 
chief factor in securing a sanitation district for the 
Village, he spent his own money and time to see 
that the Village was accorded its dues before it was 
incorporated and the government was vested in 
the county board of supervisors, 55 miles away. 
He made many trips to Sacramento at his own 
expense on behalf of the Village. When the city 
was incorporated, his manifold civic activities 
naturally brought him unanimous election to its 
first council. 
For the past six years he has served as represen­ 
tative of the sixth district but has always repre­ 
sented the entire Village in his endeavors. For the 
past two years he was mayor. In the 16 years of 
civic service he has served the Village in many 
capacities, has been active in the Chamber of 
Commerce all of that time. In fact, for a while he 
was THE Chamber of Commerce. He was presi­ 
dent of the county chamber, served on many 
county committees to the benefit of the Village. 
In the past few years as councilman he has taken 
no vacation, coming here two and three times a 
week during hot summer days to look after city 
interests. 
Mr. Shannon received his excellent business 
training as an executive for the great Westinghouse 
organization and served as vice-president, man­ 
ager and treasurer of one of its most important 
subsidaries. Palm Springs received the benefit of 
this career. 
As mayor he has saved the city and its taxpayers 
hundreds of dollars. He has fought many success­ 
ful battles to keep out the cheap honky-tonks and 
to maintain our reputation as the nation’s fore­ 
most desert resort. His program for Palm Springs 
was always a good one—and a successful one. 
Now at 70, he plans to take a deserved rest. And 
it should be a soul-satisfying one for he can look 
back with pride on what he has accomplished.

day, 
the superiority in air was hotly 
contested by the Nazis. The A m er­ 
ican group had to fight th eir w ay 
into th e area each time, and w ere 
often followed as far as 
one 
hundred miles out to sea on the 
return trip. One of the o u tstand­ 
ing features of these engagem ents 
was th a t the Am ericans 
cam e 
through w ithout losing a single 
plane. 


THEN CAME AUTO 


D uring the m onth of S eptem ­ 
ber, 1943, Lt. Styer participated 
| in his 50th mission and had com­ 
pleted 199 hours of com bat fly ­ 
ing time. 
G ranted a leave to retu rn 
to 
A lexandria 
for a much needed 
rest, Lt. Styer team ed up w ith 
some of his fellow flyers an d ob­ 
tained the “services” of a ca r of 
uncertain 
vintage 
th at 
was 
prom ptly nam ed the G reen H or­ 
net. This car proved to be 
the 
undoing of Lt. Styer for it was 
w hile riding in this vehicle that 
an accident happened th at 
put 
the group in the hospital. 
Lt 
Styer came out of the w reck w ith 
a broken leg. Hospitalized in the 
A lexandria area, Lt. Styer 
was, 
after a time, evacuated to 
the 
coast and continued on to A m er­ 
ica. 
Lt. Styer has been at 
Torney 
since last M arch 18th and is very 
insistent that the airplane is much 
safer than the automobile.
